T  felt  ion,  ago  T  should  meet  you,  because  between  your  art  and  mine, 
and  therefore  certainly  also  between  you  and  me,  are  strikingly  cordon  features, 
j  did  not  know,  however,  that  besides  creation,  thought  is  also  a  strongly  acting  part  o 
your  personality;  and  even  this  is  an  element  of  similarity  btween  you  and        Now  I  # 
found  your  "Shape  of  Content"  and  read  it  with  excitement,  for  here  your  ideas  and  mine 
are  so  clearly  manifested.  I  enclose, besides  2  mfcaeographed  sheets,  a  small  brochure, 
not  only  for  some  information  about  imyself,  but  because  of  my  artistic  credo  that  is 
quoted  there  from  an  earlier  publication,    hoever  knows  things  like  this  knew  them 
always,  as  if  they  were  innate  truths.  I  formulated  them  1959  or  60,  while  you  prepared 
those  lectures  probably  3  years  earlier. 

But  the  differences,  too,  are  clear  enough.  I  keep  silence  rather  unvoluntaril 
to  be  militant  is  not  my  ideal,  but  it  seems  to  be  my  fate.  Y«*  are  anyway  fully  aware 
that  and  must  go  together.  But  you  are  admirably  tolerant  and  your  bona  fide 

goes  much  farer  than  mine.  T  also  try  to  judge  artists  of  our  time  ,  hut 

T  can't  help  seeing  the  shabby  crook  where  you  take  honesty  for  granted.  I  don't  think 
it  is  enough  to  know  that  their  products  are  contentless  and  formless.  Ihey  always 
hope  to  make  the  impression  of  some  hidden  or  hardly  accessible  content;  they  also 
pretend  to  share  the  work  of  hazardous  self -arrangement  of  materials.  Ihus  T  am  not  enouf 
tolerant  to  call  them  artists,  because  in  that  case  I  myself  should  have  to  renounce 
this  high  title  of  honor.  So  I  wonder  how  your  admirable  critical  judgment  could  give 
green  light  to  that  opinion  :  "T  myself  have  neverknown  a  painter  or  known  of  a  painter 
whose  career  was  not  distiguished  by  prodigious  labor,  by  the  sacrifice  of  all  advantage 
and  personal  welfare  to  the  accomplishing  of  the  work  which  he  had  in  mind." 

Tn  spite  of  my  training  as  an  art  historian  and  my  belonging  to  a  school  that 
strived  for  knowledge  and  understanding  f  of  the  art  of  the  orbis  terrarum  from  prehisto^ 
to  our  time,  long  and  cruel  sufferings  made  me  aiittle  intolerant.  Tou  are  surely  much  + 
better  than  me,  because  you  also  suffered  much  and  you  still  maintain  (P.T.O.) 


an  unbelievable  belief. 

Besides  the  bad  reproductions  of  the  brochure,  I  would  like  to  show  you 
much  more. 

The  most  beautiful  passage  in  Shape  and  Content  is  in  my  eyes  that  where 
you  quote  your  father,  about  the  cathedral  builder. 
Let  me  hope  to  meet  you  still  in  this  life.
